Tt all comes of that 
dreadful census! In view of its ten- 
dency we can now quite understand 
the reptguance of the fair sex to the 
inquisitorial operation of numbering 
the people. The fact is, there are far 
too many ladies—God bless them !— 
in this old England of ours—too many, 
that is, for their own interests, and 
must we add—importance. Once more 
we have irrefragable proof that it is 
quite possible to have too much of a 
ag: thing—even of a very good thing. | 
our Cisughton, readers will think 
when they oon the census returns for 
their own township. Through the 
courtesy of Mr. Laugley, the registrar 
for Tranmere, Oxtou, Claughton, Bid- 
ston, and Noctorum, we have obtained 
asummary of the census returns in 
those five Cheshire tuwnships, and for 
the sake of the fair sex we almost wish 
we had not. But the facts they re- 
veal must come out some day or other, 
and it may be cruel to keep the ladies 
in suspense. We may state at once, 
then, that * outnumber the men 

in a very startling proportion. 

To begin with Tranmere. In 1861 
the population was 9,607; in 1871 it 

15,717 —au increase of 6,110. There 
are 7,287 males and 8,430 females—a 
ponderance of 1,143 ladies. The

The townsbip of Oxton, so close to 
a busy port like Liverppol, presents a 
curious anomaly. There has actually 
been a decrease of 60 in the 2 ** 
tion during the last ten years! It is 
within the district of St. Savior's 
Church, Oxton-village, and whereas 
tbe total population in 1861 was 2,670 
in 1871 it is only 2,610, made up 
1,082 males and 1,528 females. 

We ucw turn to the fashionable lo- 
cality of Claughtou— the West-tnd of 
Bitkenhead, socially and literally. 
The township of Olanghton has had 
no 1 to contend 
against, and it progressed in popu- 
lation, as, all things considered, might 
have been fairly expected. In 1 
the population was 1,584; in 1871 it 
is 2.497, an ineréase iu the decade of 
853, But here the ladies preponderate 
in a must alarming degree. The cen- 
sus schedules contain the names of 
no less than 1,644 females, as com- 
pared with 793 males. Two or three 
years ago a considerably flutter was 
caused in fashionable circles uf Claugh- 
ton by the comments of a cynical cur- 


mere. St. Catherine’s district, which | 


respondent of the Courier, who, in 
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some amusing allusions to the formal 
tea parties, and the thirty sixpenny 
concerts” given by the haut ton, com- 
plained of the austerity with which 
the portals of “‘society” were guarded 
in that sacred locality, aud be 
the fate of the hundreds of young 
ladies—fair as Venus and chaste as 
Hebe—who were waiting to be loved, 
but to whom a Draconic code denied 
the access of modestly-apportioned, 
though otherwise elivible lovers. Had 
XX“ deen to the fore still, we 
should bave suspected him of being an 
acquaintance of the census enumera- 
tors, or eke an enumerator himself. 
We know on good authority that many 
clergymen undertook the office else- 
where. In the present aspect of so- 
ciety we regret that we cannot offer 
any substantial consolation, or held 
out any flattering hope to the 851 
ladies who are redundant, and who, 
in the common order of things, will 
have to waste their sweetness on the 
desert air of Claughton, and live and 
die unmarried, unless they can make 
ap their minds to change their habitat, 
and bless the colonies or the backwoods 
of America with their charming pre- 
sence. 

‘The townships of Noctorum and 
Bidston-cum-Furd may be described 
as still in a truly rural condition as re- 
gards At Noctorum in 
1861 there were 31 inhabitants; in 
1871 there are 63—which is neverthe- 
less creditable to the progress of the 
place—and they consist of 28 males 
and 35 females. Bidston is almost 
stationary. In 1861 the population 
was 282, in 1871 it is 285, and this 
figure was reached by the birth of a: 
baby a day or.two before the 3rd April, 
when the census was taken. Bidston 
has one remarkable feature about its 
population, which perhaps the rector 
or the parish doctor can explain—the 
ladies there are actually in a minority, 
the veture of the census being 148 
males and 137 females.

o general proportion of the ula- 
tion throughout the United Kiagdov, 
the ladies might take heart of grace. 


But alas! there is no such comfort in 
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store for them. At the last census 
they were in a majority of at least a 
million and a half, and we fear that 
the proportion is still greater in their 
favor now. What is to be done? 
Decency forbids the adoption of Mor- 
monism, and the scruples of the age 
would prevent a general reconrse to 
the practices of Bluebeard. Perhaps 
the success of the woman’s rights 
movement might ameliorate the pre- 
sent condition of things. In the ex- 
isting state of civilized society, women 
live longer than men, and this is un- 
doubtedly in some measure due to the 
easier and less anxious lives they lead 
compared with men. If they are made 
into lawyers, doctors, clerks, composi- 
tors, and the like, and are invested 
with the franchise and other political 
privileges, the care and custody of 
their own, their husbands’, and their 
children’s property; if they become 
members of Parliament and keep un- 
timely hours in busy sessions—they 
may chance to prove as mortal as man- 
kind., Then the proportion of the 
sexes will be better balanced; there 
will not be such a terrible array of 
bundreds of thousands of women 
doomed to spinsterhood for the term 
of their natural lives; and if, among 
other “‘ rights,” the ladies acquire the 
privilege of popping thé question,” 
there is no reason why each may not 
hope to enjoy, if it be her wish, the 
cares and consolations of the married 
state. Perhaps in such a position of 
things we might possibly find also an 
amelioration of another evil — that 
cankerworm of society, even in this 
professedly virtuous land, which 
spreads into every class, and which, of 
late years, has caused and is still 
causing a fierce contention over a 
measure intended to be temedial. but 
denounced by its opponents as really 
most banefal. e need only name 
the contagious diseases act to explain 
our allusion, and without entering 
into a very repellant discussion, we 
may fairly commend this view of the 
women’s rights questiun to Miss Becker 
and other advocates of freedom.- -

One of the most interesting subjects considered at the late General Conference 
at Salt Lake City was that of building Temples to the Lord. We have no 
record of Temples being built to him for many centuries, until the Latter-day 
Saints began to erect houses of that description. Cathedrals, churches, chapels, 
meeting-houses, etc., exist by hundreds and thousands, built to this Saint or 
the other Saint, or otherwise named, but no place for the Lord of Hosts, no 
house built to his holy name in all Christendom, in ell the world, so far as we 
khow. The Saints, however, are not of the world and are not bound to follow 
its fashions in the matter of building houses of worship, nor in any other 
particnlar, except that particular be the best that can be devised of its kind, 
and the kind be equally admirable, which is the case in very few things. | 

What are Temples for? A Temple is a House of the Lord, wherein he may 
manifest his power and his glory—a House kept holy unto him, for the in- 
struction of the Priesthood, for the administration of ordinances pertaining to 
the salvation and exaltation of the living and the dead, to baptism, to marri- 
age, to ordinations and endowments and sealings, and to all the higher pre- 
parations for a celestial state of existence. 

Many Temples will be bnilt to the Lord in these last days, inasmuch as one 
would be utterly insufficient for the accomplishment of the many things requi- 
site for the salvation and exaltation of those living and of those who have 
gone before and who had not the privilege, or did not avail themselves of it, 
of attending to the ordinances of life and salvation for themselves during their 
mortal sojourn on earth. 

All Saints therefore will be greatly rejoiced to learn of the manifest deter- 
mination of the authorities of the Church in Zion to proceed vigorously with 
the building of the Temple at Salt Lake City, and shortly to commence ano- 
ther at St. George, on the extreme southern border of Utah Territory, between 
300 and 400 miles south of Salt Lake City. The site for one Temple has been 
dedicated at Independence, Jackson County, Missouri; one has been built at 
Kirtland, Ohio, which still remains; one has been commenced at Far West, 
Missouri ; one has been built at Neuve, Illinois, which was defiled and des- 
trope by mobocrats ; the fifth is in process of erection at Salt Lake City; 
and the sixth it is contemplated to erect at St. George, commencing in the 
autumn of the present year. May the blessing of the Lord attend these 
exertions to build houses to his name, and may the time be hastened when the 
whole continent of America will be dotted over with Temples erected and dedi- 
cated to him, and when his kingdom and his knowledge will prevail all over 
that magnificent continent and his will be done there even as it is done i in 
heaven. J. J.

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Tuey Minp Trem Businsss.—The New York Herald says that 
President Graut has issued an order to prevent Territorial officers from absent- 
ing themselves from their posta of duty. Hereufter leave of absence will be 
granted only for reasons of a pressing nature, and then only for the shortest 
possible time. 

That is a very sensible order. It isa complete nuisance and abuse for Terri- 
torial officers to take upon themselves to go and be anywhere but in the places 
where duty calls them—many of them are nuisances even there. But this 
running off to Washington every once in a while, with some political axe to 
grind at the public expense, like Maxwell over election matters, and now like 
Judge Strickland over court, matters, was getting to be a very prevalent 
abomination. The Judge, it is said, is in Washington, trying to get an appro- 
priation of $30,000 to pay for the unconstitutional proceedings of the Federal 
Judiciary in Utah, and then he wants Congress to reimburse itself by imposing 
a tax of that amount upon the Territory. That’s just the way—every rascally 
Federal official wants to yet at the taxes, and whether he can or cannot get at 
them he don’t care who suffers, he don’t care what comes, whether it is insur- 
rection, civil war, martial law, or the destruction of the best interests of the 
country. If such Federal officials and their abettors could have their own 
way at the taxes, they would soon swamp any Territory in debt, as deeply as 
Nevada is at the present time, and they would not care if it took all the pro- 
perty of the people to pay the taxes. If Federal Judges would act justly, 
there would be no trouble about money for the legitimate expenses of the 
courts, but so long as they will act unjustly and use their official power as an 
instrument of wickedness and oppression, it is to be hoped that they will find 
Jordan a hard road to travel. .
